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Introduction 


The  United  States  ranks  as  the  world's  largest  agricultural  exporter,  reflecting  the  ability  of  U.S. 
agriculture  and  its  related  industries  to  provide  ample  supplies  of  quality  products  at 
competitive  prices. 

Bulk  commodities  make  up  the  majority  of  U.S.  overseas  sales,  but  there  has  been  significant 
growth  during  this  decade  in  U.S.  exports  of  consumer  food  products.  In  most  countries,  rising 
personal  incomes  are  creating  demand  for  more  sophisticated  foods  than  those  found  in 
traditional  national  diets.  U.S.  food  technology  and  quality  are  recognized  throughout  the  world, 
providing  a  solid  base  on  which  to  build  further  growth  in  exports  of  U.S.  consumer  food 
products  to  fill  this  new  demand. 

This  Food  and  Agricultural  Export  Directory  is  published  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  for  firms  engaged  in  exporting  and  those  who  wish  to  enter 
the  foreign  market  for  U.S.  agricultural  products.  It  provides  up-to-date  listings  and 
brief  descriptions  of  Federal  and  State  agencies,  trade  associations,  and  other  organizations 
that  offer  advice  and  services  in  exporting  all  types  of  agricultural  and  food  products.

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 


The  United  States  maintains  a  global  system  for  gathering  and  assessing  information  on  world 
agriculture  and  trade.  This  enables  American  farmers  to  market  abroad  advantageously,  and  it 
helps  American  consumers  obtain  food  products  they  need  from  other  countries.  Coordinating 
these  global  activities  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  (FAS),  which  was 
established  March  10,  1953,  as  an  agency  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  FAS  was 
created  from  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations,  a  USDA  agency  engaged  in  the 
analysis  and  reporting  of  foreign  agricultural  intelligence.  Since  its  formation,  FAS  has  also 
been  the  center  for  activities  related  to  the  development,  expansion,  and  maintenance  of 
export  markets  for  U.S.  agricultural  commodities.

Commodity  statistical  analysts  provide  scheduled  estimates  and  forecasts  of  area,  yield,  and 
production  for  foreign  crops  as  well  as  estimates  for  foreign  livestock,  poultry,  and  dairy 
production.  These  data  forecasts  are  supported  by  remote  sensing  techniques  as  well  as 
weather-related  analyses  of  foreign  crop  conditions. 

The  Statistical  Program  Unit,  IAS,  also  provides  agribusinesses  with  information  on  U.S.  and 
foreign  trade,  prices,  and  economic  indicators.  Information  and  data  are  available  from  this  unit 
through  mailed  publications  and  an  electronic  distribution  system.

ITP  coordinates  and  directs  USDA's  activities  in  international  agreement  programs  and 
negotiations  to  expand  world  trade  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities.  Trade  policy  activities 
include  supporting  U.S.  policy  formulation  on  trade  issues  arising  with  the  European 
Community,  Japan,  and  other  important  trading  partners;  handling  commodity  issues  that  arise 
in  international  organizations  and  other  forums;  and  supporting  the  Office  of  the  U.S.  Trade 
Representative  in  the  conduct  of  trade  negotiations.  In  addition,  market  development  activities 
are  supported  by  providing  economic  data  and  analysis  (tariff  rates,  nontariff  barriers,  and 
statements  on  trade  conditions). 

To  watch  foreign  governmental  actions  that  affect  the  market  for  U.S.  farm  products,  FAS 
relies  primarily  on  its  agricultural  counselors  and  attaches.  Special  offices  are  maintained  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  European  Community  in  Brussels,  Belgium,  and  at  the  international 
negotiations  center  in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  FAS  also  maintains  contacts  with  the  Food  and 
Agricultural  Organization  (FAO)  of  the  United  Nations  in  Rome. 

In  Washington,  a  staff  of  international  trade  specialists  analyzes  the  activities  of  international 
trade  conducted  under  the  rules  of  the  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade  (GATT),  as 
well  as  trade  conducted  under  regional  economic  organizations  and  bilateral  agreements. 
During  international  negotiations,  FAS  provides  the  staff  and  support  work  for  U.S.  agricultural 
representation.

Export  Credits  The  Public  Law  480  (Food  for  Peace  Program) 

Titles  I  and  III  of  the  Public  Law  480  Program  (also  called  the  Food  for  Peace  Program) 
authorize  USDA  to  provide  financing  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  to  friendly 
developing  countries  on  concessional  credit  terms. 

Title  I  concessional  sales  provide  low-interest,  long-term  credit  to  foreign  governments. 
Payment  is  made  in  U.S.  dollars  to  suppliers  upon  delivery  of  the  commodities  on  board 
vessels  at  U.S.  ports.  Recipient  countries  resell  the  commodities  internally  and  use  the 
proceeds  for  agricultural  and  economic  development  projects.  In  FAS,  the  Program 
Development  Division  oversees  the  preparation  and  negotiation  of  country  agreements,  while 
the  P.L.  480  Operations  Division  oversees  the  purchasing  and  shipping  of  commodities  by 
recipient  countries. 

Title  III,  known  as  Food  for  Development,  permits  forgiveness  of  title  I  debt,  provided  the 
recipient  country  undertakes  specific  agricultural  and  economic  development  activities  with  the 
proceeds  from  local  sales  of  the  commodities  obtained  under  title  I  agreements. 

In  addition,  under  title  II  of  P.L.  480  the  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service 
procures  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  for  direct  donations  to  foreign  countries  in  cases  of 
natural  disasters  or  other  crises,  and  in  support  of  nutritional  feeding  programs.  About 
two-thirds  of  these  donations  are  made  through  voluntary  relief  agencies  and  the  multilateral 
World  Food  Program.  The  Program  Analysis  Division  coordinates  this  program  with  the  Agency 
for  International  Development,  the  administering  agency. 

Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Commercial  Financing 

The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM-102)  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC) 
allows  foreign  buyers  to  purchase  U.S.  farm  commodities  from  private  U.S.  exporters,  with 
U.S.  banks  providing  the  financing  at  commercial  rates  of  interest  for  up  to  3  years.  CCC's 
guarantee  covers  the  risk  that  the  foreign  buyer's  bank  might  fail  to  pay  under  a  letter  of  credit. 

The  program  operates  in  cases  where  credit  is  necessary  to  increase  or  maintain  U.S.  exports 
to  foreign  markets  and  where  private  financing  institutions  would  be  unwilling  to  provide 
financing  without  CCC's  guarantee.  It  also  permits  countries  with  improved  financial  conditions 
to  purchase  on  full  commercial  terms.  The  CCC  Operations  Division  administers  this  program. 

Other  Programs 

Section  416  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  provides  for  the  donation  of  CCC 
owned  surplus  dairy  products  and  wheat  to  needy  persons  overseas  through  public  and  private 
nonprofit  voluntary  agencies  and  foreign  governments.  In  addition,  special  programs,  which 
include  barter  agreements  and  sales  from  CCC  inventory,  are  managed  by  FAS  as  needed.

The  Label  Clearance  Program  provides  U.S.  exporters  with  a  preliminary  screening  of  labels 
and  ingredients  of  products  destined  for  foreign  markets.  Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
FAS  Export  Programs  Division  staff  in  Washington,  D.C.,  agricultural  officers  located  in 
American  embassies  worldwide,  and  foreign  government  authorities,  products  can  be 
evaluated  to  determine  if  they  would  be  admitted  to  a  foreign  country  as  is,  or  whether 
changes  would  be  necessary  in  order  to  gain  approval  of  the  product  in  foreign  markets. 

By  evaluating  the  products  with  appropriate  foreign  governments,  this  program  has  opened  the 
door  to  export  opportunities  for  many  U.S.  food  products.

The  Food  Quality  Acceptance  Service,  provided  by  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
(AMS),  is  available  to  foreign  buyers  to  assure  that  any  product  shipped  overseas  meets 
contract  specifications.  To  apply  for  the  service,  which  is  operated  on  a  user  fee  basis,  foreign 
buyers  must  submit  to  AMS  the  specification  or  contract  in  advance.  AMS  will  review  the 
contract  and  will  work  with  the  buyers  in  writing  a  contract  or  specification  that  can  be  certified. 
The  requirements  for  USDA  certification  can  be  made  a  part  of  the  purchase  contract. 

USDA  has  grade  standards  for  a  wide  variety  of  food  products,  including  dairy  products,  fresh 
and  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  meat,  poultry,  and  shell  eggs.

International  Brokers  or  Sellers 

Export  Trading  Corporations  (ETC),  and  Export  Management  Companies  (EMC),  also  referred 
to  as  Combination  Export  Management  Companies  (CEM),  provide  valuable  service  to  U.S. 
manufacturers  who  export  or  want  to  export.  In  general,  they  either  act  as  an  export  agent  for 
one  or  more  U.S.  companies,  or  they  take  actual  possession  of  products  to  be  exported. 

An  EMC  or  a  CEM  can  perform  one  or  more  of  the  following  services  in  behalf  of  U.S. 
manufacturers  and  their  products: 

•  Find  the  overseas  buyer  through  personal  contact  or  through  an  overseas  agency 
relationship. 

•  Provide  marketing  data  tailored  to  specific  world  areas  and  products. 

•  Represent  the  U.S.  manufacturer  in  overseas  trade  circles  and  at  overseas  promotional 
events  sponsored  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 

•  Arrange  for  such  export  services  as  forwarding  and  shipping,  financing,  product  introduction, 
and  commercial  promotion  in  the  foreign  market. 

•  Serve,  in  effect,  as  the  "export  department"  for  the  U.S.  company. 

The  designation  EMC  or  CEM  does  not  apply  to  all  such  companies.  Some  companies  refer  to 
themselves  as  export  brokers,  international  brokers,  or  other  names. 

Because  of  the  volume  and  frequent  changes  in  these  companies,  they  have  not  been  listed.

Approval  of  a  program  is  based  on  criteria  such  as  the  probable  success  in 
maintaining  or  increasing  consumption  of  U.S.  products,  long-range  contributions  to  U.S. 
agricultural  exports,  the  importance  of  the  exports  to  U.S.  agriculture  and  the  balance  of 
payments,  and  competition  in  the  export  markets.
